Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I: Figure 1-3 shows an embodiment with an open top for the carrier; 
Species II: Figure 4 shows an embodiment with an open top for the carrier and 
no side hand holds (30); 

Species III: Figure 5 shows an embodiment made from a modified milk container; 

Species IV: Figure 6 shows ah embodiment with a lid; 

Species V: Figures 7-10 show an embodiment with flaps 62; 

Species VI: Figure 1 1 shows an embodiment with flaps 62 and a lid.
